Hanley, a Chinese interpreter, directs attention to the
fact that Chinese history contains descriplions of a
vasl country many thovsands of miles eastward from
them which they ealled Fusang, and which it is con-
tended must be California and Mexico. Theiraccount
states, that in A. D, 459, Buddhist priesta had gone
Fusang, (or America) and distributed Bud ihist
InA D,

lars in reference 1o this country.

The Chinese historian calls ihe country Fusang,
from the name of a particular tree that grew there
and which he describes thus :

“ The. leaves of the fusang, when first produced,
The inhabitants eat
the fruit, like pears, and weave its bulk into eloth for

which are written on the bark of the fusaag.” Of
this tree (1he magnev) Prescott says, that its ** bruired
leaves aftorded a pasie, from which paper wus made;
its Juice was manulactared into an intoxicating bev-
erage, pulque of which the nalives, to this day, are
excessively fund ; its lcaves supplied an impenctra-
bie thatch for the more humble dwellings : thread,
of which coarse stuffs were made. and strong cords
were drawn from its tough and twisted fibres; pins
and ne-dles were made of the thorns at the extremi. |
ty of its leaves ; and the root when properly eooked,
was converied into a palatable and nutricions food.— |

Grorcia —The Augusta Chronicle of the 18th

Yesterday morning we were again visited with a
severe though not heavy frost. What the extent of
the damage may be, we can only conjecture. We
hope not very great. We learn there was a very
slieht fall of snow in the vicinity on Thursday.

The Macon (Ga.) Citizen of the 17th says:

For several mornings past we have had shar
frosts, which we suppose will give the finishing toucg
to all early and growing vegetation. Planters begin
10 be very much discouraged, and some fear of fam-
ine in the land.

AviBama.—We find the fillowing paragraph in
the Montgomery News of Wednesday afternoon, 15th
instant : '

Tae WeaTHeER AND Cgrron.—There was another
killing frost this morning. The colton which has
come up since the frost of last week is doubtless
ruined by the frost this morning. The cold bad wet
weather for t'-e last eight days, it is believed, will
prevent a good stand from being obtaited from the
cotton already planted and not come up. Re-plant.
ing is now thought to be the only chance for a crop.

Miseiseippr.—1he Vicksturg Whig of the Tth,
speaking of the late cold snap, says:

Every descriplicn of vegetation has been killed
outright. Gardens are to-day bare—)oung cotton
has been destroyed. Corn has been cut down and
probably killed, while the fruit is, wo f ar, hopeless-

Altogether, the storm of Sunday has been
mos! disastrous in its conkequences, und the loss of
the fruit is irreparable ; other crops may be replant.
ed, und in due time the heart of the husbandman
checred with an abundant harvest, but for the fruit
there is no remedy— there is no replanting of that.

The New Orleaus Delta of the 15th, says. * We
were informed by officer Newlhouse, of tiie First Dis-.
trict police, who came down from Summit on the
Jackson Railroad cars last evening, that it had been
enowing there several hours on Sunday morning —
The distance of Summit from New Orleans is about |
108 miles ; hut tho snow storm prevailed much near-
er to the city, though not so severely. It commen-
ced about daylight and continued until eleven o’clock.
By that time an inch and a half of snow was on the
grcund  The weather was inteasely cold. More
than one planter informed Mr. Newhouse tha their
young cotton had been entirely destroyed and they
would be oblized te replant.”

Lovisiana.— the New Orleans Bulletin of the 15tk
Sily:'l :

We regret tosay that frost was seen upon the
ground in the suburbs of the city yesterday morning
in considerable quantities ; and we greatly fear that
renewed and still greater injury haus been done to
the croyps than was done a week ago. It is strange
weather for April, and we shall wait 10 hear {rom
the country with no litille anxiety.

The Baton Rouge Advocate of the 7:h says :

A friend from Manchae informs us that the eold
weather of Sunday night has killed the cotton, and
greatly damaged the corn and cane in his meighbor-
hood. We fear the worst has not been yet heard.

Texas.—The Texas Ranger of the 11th says:

Upon Sunday night last, we were visited by a
severe spell of cold weather, accompained by a
northener, which had a most disastrous effect upon the
growing crops. Scarcely a blade of corn or cotton
or a garden vegetable was left standing ; and the labor
of planting has all to be done over again. It iz to be
hoped the fertility of the soil will repair to some ex-
tent the damage caused by the inclemency of the
weather.

Eggs and Pouliry.

The poultry value of the United States at this mo-
ment is not far from §25,000. The pouitry kept in
the State of New York alone is probably about 3,-
000,000 ; the city of New Yoik expends no iess than
$2,000,000 per year for eggs. i every individual in
this city alone would abstain from the use of eggs
directly and indirectly fo: the space of one year, and
those ezgs were at once put under the hens and
hatched, not far from $38,000,000 would be added to
the poultry value of those localities which send eggs
to the vast city. Think of that, ye gourmands, who
ask for rich pasiry and eake. If you who merely
visit, and you who reside in the city of New York,
and order the eggs you consume to be placed in the
hatching condition, 1his great «ddition 1o the wealth
of the country would resalt.

One ¢gg dealer in Philadelphia senls 100 barrels
of eggs daily to the New Yok maiket. The sales
in and aboat Quincey warket, Boston, and by the
merchants throughout the city, in 1848, were over
$1,000,000. The consumption of eggs in Paris is
equal to 140 per year to each individual, but in New
York the average is about 70 to each person. At
this 1ate of consumption it would take nearly 173,-
000,000 of eggs to supply ke city of Londion fora
single year.

We have alluded to the great poulterer of Paris,
M. de Sord, in a late number of this journal. His
yards farnish about 40,000 .iozen of eggs per week.
His bens are never allowed to set; the oggs are
hatched by steam, and every morning a swarm of
chickens is ushered into the world of the vast feath.
ered tribes on his premises. The Chinese are prose-
cuting this hatching by steam, or artificial heat, at
Shanghai. The process they adopt is very simple
but efficacious, and the beat employed is rarely over
ninety-three degrees. Al the princijal establishment
the proprietor—according to the work of an English-
man, Mr. Sirr—affirms that le frequenily hatches
5,000 eggs per day. For some reason this artificial
egg hatching has never succeeded n this country or
England.

feiting, and hung him. Great cxcitement prevails in the
vicinity.

It appears that Grifford, when he was foreibly seized by
the mob, (who broke into the jail,) deelared his innoconce.
but when he foung that they were determined upon hanging
him, and’there was no probability of escape, he made clean
breast of it oonfessinf that he shot jogalls in the woods
where his body was fouud. Tho weapon used was the
rifie, and he approached his viclim from behind to within
fifteen feet, and shot him in the bead, the ball passing
) through and lodging against the skull over the left cyo.—
He further stated that he was instizated ‘o the murder and
paid for doingit by his uncle, a man named Jarrctt, and an-
other named David Mecl‘onald, neighbors of Ingalls. Gif-
ford also confessed that b had to kill two othor persons in
the samo vicinity—one a man, at whow he shot three times,
and the other a woman.
When told the fatal moment wasapproached, he acknow-
ledged the justice of his fpunihment, but said his “anelo
ought to suffor alse.” Frem 00 to 500 persons witnessed
the hanging. A prayer wasoffered up by a Methodist olergy-
man, the Kev. Mr. Babceoek, the guilty wretch kneelingfand
crossing himself, the surrounding crowd standing in reepect-
ful silenco. When the last moment arrived, the leader of the
party tried afhandkerchief over the eyes of Giffurd, {who ro-
mnained standing, and twenly-fourancn took hold of the rope.
At a signal they pulled upon the repe together, suspending
him in the air, about eight fect frow the carth. As soon ns
the execution was over, two men were dispatched in pursuit
of J arrett, the uncle, and McDonald, his aecomplice, and it
ig said to be the determination to hang them both if taking.
Gifford was a native of Missouri.

CaNiNe FioEvity.—The Pacific Commercial Ad.-
vertiser, published at the capital of the Hawaiin Is-
lands, has the following surprising instance of affec-
tion exhibited by a dog for tie person of the late
kind hearted old kiug of those Islands :

Among many interesting anecdotes recorded of af-
feetion by dogs for their masters, we do not recollect
one where more endurance and constancy were
shown than in a case which many have witnessed
here during the past two years. When the remains
of our late beloved King Kamchamena 11, were de-
posited in the sepulchre, many were the sad mourn-
ers who watched night and day, lamenting in heart-
rending wails the death of their King, friend and
benefactor. Weeks wore on, and human grief was

WaLL.Parer PorsoNing.—Dr. Hinds, of Birming-
ham, has lately called attention to a method of acei-
dental arsenical poison which should be generally
known, and from which he was himself the sufferer.
He chanced to select, for the adornment of his study,
& particularly bright tinted wall-pajer, a pattern of
which was confined to two shades of green. About
two days after it had been applied he first used the
room in the evening, sitting there and reading by a
gas light. While thus engaged he was scized with
severe depression, nausea, ahdominal pain, and pros-
tration. The same chain of symptoms ensued om
every subsequent evening when lie occupied (he room.
This led to #n inquiry into the cause. He scraped off
a little of the bright coloring matter from his pretty
green paper, and, by sublimation, produred abundant
crysiais of arsenious acid. The paper was colored
with arsenite of ecpper, (Scheele’s green.) The use
cf this pigment to color wall-papers hasalready prov-
ed injurious in previous cases. In one, a child suck-
ed some atrips of paper thus colored, and narrowly
escaped with life. (Ed. Monthly Journal, 1871,)—
Dr. Hinds remarks that the pre<ence of the arsenical
pigment may be recognised by its brilliant hue, and
by a little running of the color at 1he edges of the
pattern, as thoug it did not take freely on the paper.

Loss or Stocx 1~ Texyesser.—The Challancoga
Gaze'te says : '
‘‘ The unusually severe and protracted winter has
caused a great loss to stock ruisers. There has not
been feed enough in the country to keep stock in
living order, and what little could be obtained at all
by those who were out, was at rninons prices. We
l.ear of cattle dyingall over this conntry from starva-
tion. KEven in sections of the country where there
is scarcely ever a failure to have an abundance of
grain and forage laid up, they are suffering very ma-
terial losses from their cattle dying. A geutleman
from lower Seqnatchce, when in this city the other
day remarked that cne of his neighbor farmers, who
had a large number of cattie, wes losing them con-
stantly—that when he left home bis neighoor was a
day and a half behind “ =kinning.” The mortality
is not over. As soon as the grass sets up 8o that the
cattle ean get enough of it, those that are now very
poor will die under its weukening influcace, unless
otherwise fed.

TerrisLE FaLL.—While the mal train from Pe-
tershurg was crossing the bridge over James river on
¥riday morning, the cars reccived a sudden jerk when
about midway across, and one of the passengers, a
gentleman from South Carclina, named Sullivan,
who was imprudently standing upon one of the plat.
forms, fell from his position, and rolled over the edge
of the bridge. He was of course precipitated into the
river below, a distance of about seventy feet, and it
was paturally supposed that he had been instantly
killed by striking upon some of the numerous rocks
which obstruct the channel of the rive; Lut, most
wonderful to relate, he escaped without a broken
bone. He miraculously alighted in about six feet
waler, face upwards, and aiter floundering about for
some time, was rescued by a fisherman who fortunate-
